Creatures of the Commonwealth had Inſtitut- 
ed this Club, as he was Inform d, in oppoſition 
to Biſhop Juxton, Dr. Sanderſon, Dr. Hammond, 
and other Divines who met privately every 3oth of 
January; and tho it was under the time of the 
Uſurpation, had compiled a Form of Service for the 
Day, not much different from what we find in the 
Liturgy.

ſent the K ing by this as Heſtial, as they had done by 
the others Fooliſh and Tyrannical. After the Repaſt 
was over, one of their Elder, Preſented an *Ermwe 
Beoinn, Which was with great Solemnity Burn 

upon the Table while their Anthems were Singing, 


which were in Praiſe of that Inpious Action, and 


conſiſted of Curſes upon the whole Family of the 


Stuarts: After this another preſented Milton's defen- 
ſio populi Anglican, upon which all laid their Hands, 
and made a Proteſtation in form of an Oath, ever 
to ſtand by and maintain the Company ; Grace Be- 
fore and After Meat was ſaid by Two in the Habit 
of Wiſſenting Miniſterg.
